When JNOS is compiled, the resulting image is processed through a utility 
called PKlite. Pklite compresses the executable image by about 50% and adds 

a small piece of code to uncompress it automaticaly when you run NOS.EXE. Note 
that this makes the image look smaller, but in reality it uses no less memory.
